The Gathering Not Called in the Interest 
of Any Candidates. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 28.—[ Special. I— The 
State Central committee met with the Execu- 
tive committee of the Republican Editors’ As- 
sociation this morning, and quite a number of 
Republicans from various parts of the State 
were present.

THE UNITED STATES TO ENFORCE ITS 
DEMANDS ON CHILE, 


Fall Reparation Must Be Made for the 
Cowardly Attack Made Upon the Crew 
of the Baltimore at Valparaiso—Capt. 
Schley’s Report Shows That Chilean Of- 
ficers Were Responsible for the Attack 
~The Cruiser Boston Ordered to the 
Scene Post- Haste.

is true that Chile is to be brought to terms. The 
reports ot the intentions of the Administra- 
tion are not sensationa 
Forbearance has ceased to be a virtue on 
the part of the United States and 
the Chilean Junta will know it as 
soon as Minister Egau makes certain com- 
munications to them. A serious turn is given 
the Valparaiso affair by the dispatch of Capt. 
Schley reciting the result of a court 
of inquiry as to the origin of the 
assault on the American sailors. This dis- 
patch was the subject of a long conference 
at the White House this afternoon between 
Presx ent Harrison, J. W. Foster representing 
the State Department, Secretary Tracy, and 
Attorney-General Miller. The climax was 
reached by the latest information showing 
that the sailors had been stabbed in the 
back, and that the wounds were inflicted by 
bayonets in the hands of policemen. 
This news destroyed the theory of a 
mere row and showed that the authorities, in- 
stead of doing their duty, must be held re- 
sponsible for the attack. It also showed that 
the American sailors could not have started 
a mere brawl. They were victims of Chilean 
hatred and Chilean insolence. 


Instructions to Mr. Egan. 
The President and the members of the 
conference agreed that a halt must be called 
and at once upon Chilean insults. When the 
conference broke up Mr. Foster carried in his 
pocket a cablegram to be sent to Minister 
Egan which shows that the United States has 
decided to enter on a decidedly aggress- 
ive policy with the Junta. The cable- 
gram instructs Mr. Egan to satisfy 
himself of the correctness of the conclu- 
sions reached by the Schley Court of Inquiry, 
and if the particulars are found as reported to 
demand at once indemnity for the sufferers, a 
suitable apology, and punishment for all the 
offenders engaged in the barbarous and unwar- 
ranted attack upon our sailors. Under the cir- 
cumstances as reported by the Court of Inquiry 
the President’s advisers agree that this coun- 
try has a perfect right for complete and full 
reparation. The affair is regarded as some- 
thing more than a street riot or row between 
sailors. It is an attack upon representa- 
tives of the United States Government, 
not by private citizens of Chile, but by 
Chilean sailors and Chilean policemen, the 
men whose duty it isto preserve law and 
order. The case is looked upon as without 
parallel in the history of fights between 
sailors in foreign ports. At Naples a 
few years ago there was a serious 
conflict’ between American and French 
sailors, and again at Honolulu between 
American and English sailors, but these were 


looked upon as mere street brawls and no 


international questionsarose. But in the pres- 
ent instance it is shown by Capt. Schley’s re- 
port that our sailors were assaulted and some of 
them murdered by a people having a sworn hat- 


red against America and Americans, who were 


aided and abetted by police officers employed 
by the Chilean Government. What the ad- 
ministration will do in case its demands are 
not promptly complied with is a matter the 
officials do not care to discuss, but 
present 
more - dilly-dallying, and unless 
does the proper thing it is not saying 
too much to predict that the demand will be 
backed up by warships. 

Secretary Tracy’s Statement. 

At the conclusion of the conference Secre- 
tary Tracy made the following statement: 
From a dispatch received from Capt.Schley 
last evening it appears he has made a careful 
investigation of the origin of the assault on 
the sailors attached to the Baltimore at Val- 
paraiso Oct. 16. The investigation showed 
that Petty Officer Charles Riggand, while 
riding in a street-car, was assailed, dragged 
from the car, and shot; that he was murdered 
in the arms of his companions by about 100 
men who were armed; that Apprentice 
Frederick Talbot was assailed and 
dangerously cut several times in 


the hack, two of the wounds ‘penetrating his 


lungs; that Coalheaver Itherson was stabbed 
and dangerously cut several times in the back, 
this assault being made by about twenty-five 
men; that Coalheaver Turnbull received 
eighteen wounds in the back, two of which 
penetrated his lungs and that he is in a critical 
State; that Petty Officer Hamilton was 
wounded several times in the back and other 
parts of the body; that Coalheaver Panter 
and Landsman Davidson were dangerously 
injured by assaults with clubs, stones, and 
knives, and that many other men were 
seriously injured by assaults; that 
thirty-five seamen were arrested by 
the public authorities and detained; that the 
surgeons on the Baltimore are unanimously 
of the opinion that some of the wounds were 
intlicted by bayonets, thus showing clearly 
the participation of the police; that the 
American sailors were without arms 
and defenseless; that they were sober 
and innocent of any misbehavior; 
that two of the seriously wounded are still in 
the hospital; that in several instances sailors 
of the Chiiean fleet rendered assistance to our 
sailors and that in some instances the police 
officers protected them. Secretary Tracy said 
that he was obliged to paraphrase the 
dispatch in order to protect the department 
cipher code, otherwise the dispatch would have 
been made public exactly as written. He said 
that through some difficulty with the cipher 
used in the dispatch they were as yet unable 
to ascertain what disposition has been made 
of the men arrested by the authorities. 


MINISTER EGAN RECEIVES A REPORT. 


Capt. Schley Says the Attack Was Brutal 
and Cowardly. 

SanT1AaGo pz CHINA, Oct. 23.—United States 
Minister Egan has received from Capt. Schley 
of the Baltimore a full report of the recent at- 
tack on the Baltimore’s sailors. The report 
shows the attack to have been brutal and cow- 
ardly and to have been made because the inen 
were Americans. Mr. Egan will present the 
matter to his government, but will not make 
formal demands upon the Chilean 
Government until he hears from the 
State Department. The Chilean Gov. 
ernment has informed Mr. Egan that 
safe conducts will not be issued for the ref 
ugees now in the United States Legation. The 
supposed ground for this refusal is that the 
men are criminals, Mr. Egan continues to 
demand safe conducts for the meu. The ques- 
tion now appears far from settlement.

Beauregard, Conrad, and Horner Indicted 
by a United Sta d Jury. 

Sroux Faras, S. D., 23.— [Special.] — 
This afternoon the Un States grand jury 
marched into the court-r hom and presented 
an indictment against ven officers of the 
Louisiana Lottery company located at New 
Orleans. Among the cers indicted are 
Gen. Beauregard, Paul Conrad, the President 
of the company. and Joseph R. Horner, Secre- 
tary. The remaining eight are directors. The 
indictment carries wi it m each case 
eighteen counts, which that there are 
eighteen indictments inst each of the 
eleven officers. The consbdlidated indictment 
was brought under the directions of the Attor- 
ney-General at Washi who has been 
seeking a State favorably, inclined to the lot- 
tery law passed last win by Congress, and 
settled upon South Dakota from the fact that 
the first conviction ever obtained was secured 
in this city in the United States Court-for 
the State. The several warrants were issued 
this afternoon and mailed to the United States 
Marshal in Louisiana, who will make the ar- 
rests and at once bring the defendants to this 
court to make their plea on the specific charge 
that they had transmitted lottery ad vertise- 
ments through the United States mail. The 
entire proceedings have been carried on with 
the utmost secrecy, and the court threatens 
the arrest and the prosecution of any person 
who makes the names public or in any way 
assists in having the news published. The At- 
torney-General at Wash n requested that 
every safeguard which « de provided be 
secured to prevent the from ‘being made 
public.

PACAUD ADMITS RECEIVING A BRIBE. 


He Received $100,000 for His Infinence 
and Intendsto Keep What Remains. 

Quzszc, Ont., Oct. 23.—[Special. ]}—The Baie 
des Chaleurs railway scandal consists in the 
charge that a contractor named Armstrong 
obtained $175,000 subsidy from the Quebec 
Government and gaye $100,000 of it to Ernest 
Pacaud, a prominent Liberal, for his influence 
in having obtained the subsidy for him, and a 
Royal Commission is sitting here imvestigat- 
ing the charge. Today Pacaud admitted re- 


ceiving the money. He admitted. spending 


some of it for political purposes and much 
more in a prodigal manner, but denied that 
any of it had gone to Premier Mercier or other 
members of his Cabinet. Pacaud has not 
spent all the money yet, however, having $26,- 


000 of it left, $20,000 of which is deposited in 


the National Park Bank, New York, where he 
coolly told the Commissioners he thought it 
was safe. 


Settling Francis M. Churehman’s Estate. 


InDIaANAPOLis, Ind., Oct. 23.—[{Special. James 
J. Turner and William F.Churchman qualified 
today as executors of the will of the late Francis 
M. Churchman, giving a bond of $1,000,000.

Charged with Stealing School Funds. 


WHY THE GASLIGHT AND COKE con- 
PANY IGNORED CHICAGO, 


Local Stock Exchange Was an Over- 
sight~An Apology That a Good Many 
Persons Seem Inclined to Doubt—Sale of 
the Bonds to a New York Party the 
Reason Given for Their Prompt Listing 
in That City. 


The publication of the facts concerning the 
issue by the Chicago Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany of $700,000 5 per cent bonds brought 
great surprise to the members of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange. It also brought a quick 
recognition of the rights of the exchange by 
the gas company. At the opening of the ses- 
sion yesterday morning it was announced that 
a special meeting of the Governing committee 
would be held at 3 o’clock, and the under- 
standing was that the Governing committee 
would take up the matter of this additional 
issue of bonds in addition to the consideration 
of the scheme for establishing aclearing house 
system, upon which it was to take final action. 

Before the committee met Mr. Billings 
called on President Brewster and offered an 
explanation.“ He also had a consultation 
with Messrs. Wright and Wheeler of the List- 
ing committee and made to them a formal 
application for the listing of the additional 
issue of bonds. This application contains the 
same information and statements that were 
made nearly a month ago in a similar applica- 
tion made to the New York Stock Exchange. 

Mr. Billings’ Excuse. | 

Mr. Billings’ explanation of how the Chica- 
go Exchange happened to be ignored until the 
information regarding the issue of the bonds 
was made public by Tun Txrsunz was that the 
bonds were sold some time ago in a single 
block to a New York man. This buyer insist- 
ed that the bonds should be listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, and in accordance with 
his wishes the applicat:on was made. There 
was no intention of slighting the Chicago Ex- 
change, and the company intended to notify 
this exchange, but had until the present time 
neglected to do so simply through an over- 
sight. 

This explanation by no means satisfied all 
the members of the Chicago Exchange. A 
number of them were loud in their denuncia- 
tion of the course the company had taken and 
advocated excluding the bonds from the stock 
list. There is no chance that such action will 
be taken, however. Mr. Billings’ application 
was yesterday referred to the Listing commit- 
tee, and that committee will act upon it in the 
regular coyrse of business. 

Left to Individuals. 

The Chairman of the exchange yesterday 
morning announced to the board that no 
bonds whose numbers were .inzluded in the 
new issue need be accepted as a good de- 
livery if a member chose to refuse them, and 
that ruling will hold good until the Listing 
committee recommends the placing of the 
additional $700,000 on the regular list. 

There is a good deal of curiosity to know 
just what has been done with the proceeds of 
these bonds. Of course the explanation of 
the company is that the plant has been ex- 
tended and that the bonds have been issued 
to pay for these improvements, in accordance 
with the terms of the mortgage, which al- 
lows 90 per cent of the cost of additions to be 
provided for by the issue of bonds. A good 
many persons remember the positive state- 
ments of Mr. Billings, made earlier in the 
year, that all the improvements and ex- 
tensions that were being made were paid for 
out of net earnings, and that it was for that 


reason that dividends on the stock of the 


trust were at that time passed. 
The Company Criticised. 

There are some sharp criticisms made about 
the business judgment of a corporation which 
will sell bonds as low as these bonds had to 
be sold while they continue paying dividends 
to stockholders and persist in flooding the pri- 
vate wires of stock brokers with dispatches 
telling of their great earnings and the large 
amount of cash that is on hand. At the time 
this issue of bonds was made the market price 
was about 80. It is not probable that a block 
of $700,000 of the bonds could have been sold 
at over 75 to a single purchaser. The com- 
pany has thus placed itself in the position of 
creating new funded obligations upon which 
it realizes but about 75 per cent of 
the face value, at a time when 
the public is being informed that the earnings 
of the company are unusually heavy, and that 
there has accumulated from these net earnings 
cash enough on hand to pay several successive 
dividends. . 

The effect of the publication of this news 
concerning the issue of bonds was to break 
the price of the bonds in the Chicago stock 
market yesterday. Thursday they sold at 
82%. Yesterday they opened at 8134, and im- 
mediately dropped to 81, at which price most 
of the transactions of the day were made. At 
the close, and after it was known that the 
bonds would not be thrown off the exchange, 
there was a slight reaction, and the last sale 


was at 81}<. 
FIGHT BETWEEN INDIANS AND POLICE. 


Encounter on the Canadian Border in 
Which Three Men Were Killed. 
Asstwapornz, Mont., Oct. 23.—Word has 
been received here of a battle which took 
place yesterday between a band of Blood In- 
dians and a force of Canadian mounted po- 
lice. The fight took place just across the in- 
ternational boundary line not over fifty iniles 
from this place. The Blood Indians, who 
are old-time enemies of the police, 
made a raid on a band of horses belonging to 
the latter a few days ago, and ran off with 
nearly all of them. Ten of the police started 
in pursuit, and, coming upon them suddenly 
yesterday, both sides commenced firing. The 
first fire killed one policemen and two Indians, 
and several were wounded on both sides. 
The news was brought-in by a Blackfoot who 
witnessed the fight. THe fight was still in 
progress when he left. Col. Bates, com- 
mander at Fort Assinaboine, has ordered a 
troop of cavalry to take a station at the Black- 
foot Agency as a precautionary measure to 
restrain the Indians at that agency from at- 
tempting to take part in the disturbance.

shortage discovered. The loss of the large 

amount has been carried to profit and loss, 

and still a capital of $500,000 and a surplus of 
000 remains intact.“ 

„Do you-think that any deposits will be 
withdrawn from the bank on account of this 
defalcanon?’’ 

“Ido not. If anything of that kind should 
occur I am authorized, as President of the 
clearing-house, to state that every dollar re- 
quired will be furnished by the clearing-house 
banks. The present condition of. the bank is 
an exceedingly strong one, and it is able to 
meet any requirements for its deposits, as will 
be seen by the statement publis by the 
bank.“ 

Garcia was arrested this evening upon an 
affidavit made by President Walmsley before 
United States Commissioner Wright charging 
him with violating the National king law. 
The old man was arrested at his home and 
taken down to the parish prison by United 
States Marshals. An hour later a party of 
his friends went in carriages to the mis- 
sioner’s residence and furnished the $25,000 
bond asked for.

SENT OUT YESTERDAY. 


Wrongtully Registered—Apathy in Some 
of the Wards—Judges and Clerks to Re- 
vise the Lists Tonight—Enthusiastic 

‘Meeting of the Republican Campaign 

Committee Darrow Disowns His Piat- 

form—Other Political News. 

Numerous calls were made on the stamp 
clerk at the Election Commissioners’ office 
yesterday morning before 10 o’clock for 
stamps and notices to send to the persons 
whose names are believed to be on the regis- 
try, but not rightfully. This was taken as e- 
dence of unusual zeal. There is no doubt that 
the clerks work more faithfully than usual. 
It the number of notices correspond to the 
number of stamps issued there were about 
45,000 issued which were received yesterday 
or will be received this morning. There were 
passed out through the stamp clerk’s win- 
dows during the last three days 29,239 stamps. 
Over 15,000 stamps were sent out with the 
stationery. In many wards the-clerks pur- 
chase stamps on their own account when they 
run short, and so the number of stamps is 
rather under than over the number of notices 
sent. At this rate the purification of the reg- 
istry this evening will be a thorough anda 
‘wholesome one in some of the wards, 

Reports received from all the precincts of 
the First Ward, except the Seventeenth, last 
night indicated that the following number of 
notices had been issued: First Precinct, 75; 
Second, 200; Third, 100; Fourth, 97; Fifth, 
125; Sixth, 175; Seventh, 250; Eighth, 240; 
Ninth, 299; Tenth, 62; Eleventh, 242; Twelfth, 
102; Thirteenth, 123; Fourteenth, 80; Fif- 
teenth, 194; Sixteenth, 175; Eighteenth, 92; 
Nineteenth, 160, Total, 2,791. The full total 
will probably reach 3,000,. The work was 
not done quite as well in the Eighteenth 
Ward, and singular to say no stamps were ap- 
plied for from the Sixth, Ninth, Tenth, and 
Sixteenth Precincts. 

The clerks also appear to have neglected 
their work in the Twenty-ninth Ward. There 
are only five precincts from which more than 
fifty notices were posted. On the other hand, 
the Twenty-fourth Ward shows a full and 
thorough canvass, and nearly 3,000 names will 
be scratched from the register. 

Where Good Work Has Been Done. 

Some good work was done also in thenorth- 
ern precincts of the Second Ward, and in the 
Fifth Mr. Magerstadt’s men seem to have 
been wide-awake. The Republicans of the 
Sixth, however, went to sleep. Only about 
five precincts seem to have been thoroughly 
canvassed. The registry in the Twenty-third 
will be thoroughly overhauled this evening. 
More than ordinary diligence was shown in 
the Nineteenth, which will lose about 3,000 
names from its registry this evening. In the 
Sixteenth Ward, also, the Republican clerks 
appear to have done their duty. The three 
neglected wards, as far as can be seen, were 
the Sixth, Seventeenth, and Twenty-ninth. 

This evening, in accordance with the law, 
the judges. as a Board of Registry, will meet 
in their respective polling-places, and the 


clerks of election will meet with them. They 
will remain in session from 6 to 10 
o'clock p. m for purpose of 
revising the registry. The clerks, 


or one of them, will then make out a list of 
the names of persuns checked aud designated 
and to whom notice has been sent, given, or 
left with the address, and attach an affidavit 
thereto stating that notice duly stamped was 
mailed to each of the persons at the places 
designated on such list on or prior to 10 
e’clock a. m. of the previous Friday, and that 
notice was also personally left at the address 
of each of the persons named in the list at- 
tached, if there be any such address. Blank 
affidavits will be turnished by the Commis- 
sioners for the purpose aforesaid; but if none 
are furnished such canvassers will cause the 
same to be drawn, and they will swear to such 
affidavit before one of the judges of the pre- 
cinct. 

It is the intention of the Democrats in the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, it is rumored, to try to 
overawe and browbeat the judges and clerks 
this evening for the purpose of getting the 
names of some of the tramps on the lists 
again. The clerks and judges are entitled to 
and can demand police protection in the per- 
formance of their duties. 

There is reason to believe that in some pre- 
cincts suspect notices have been served on 
persons entitled to vote by some of the Demo- 
cratic clerks in the hope that they will not 
respond and that their names can be thus 
scratched from the list,

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The subject for discussion at the Thursday 
night meeting of the Sunset Club was the 
“ Sunday Closing of the World's Fair, the 
two chief representatives of the opposing 
views being Judge McConnell in the negative 
and the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson in the 
affirmative. It should be stated that while 
the closing asked for on the one side is abso- 
lute, the opening contended for on the other 
means an opening with the machinery not 
running, so that the Fair may be viewed when 
it is at rest and machinery not in motion. 

Judge McConnell, who spoke first, took it 
for granted, evidently, that there was no law 
forbidding the qualified opening in favor of 
which he argued. Were there an Illinois stat- 
ute against it he, a lawyer and a Judge, would 
not urge’ the violation of it. Nor could he 
have thought that any rights of person or 
property would be affected by the opening or 
he would have mentioned the fact. He as- 


sumed that the only question was this: 


Shall all the citizens of Chicago and all the vie- 
itors within our gates during the six months 
of the Expositaon, no matter what they believe 
about Sunday, be obliged to submit to what a 
portion of us think our religious duty that day 
requires us not todo? In other words, shall that 
great enterprise, designed for instruction and 
delight, be closed every seventh day to the thou- 
sands who might that day, perhaps on no other, 
avail themselves of all the treasures of profit and 
entertainment afforded by the Exhibition because 
a great many other people think it wrong to open 
the gates Sunday? 

lt is a 1 and I think we are 
done for a While coercive measures in mak- 
ing conversions to our religious beliefs, or even 
enforcing the observance of matters which are a 
part of our religious beliefs. The question is a 

j one with most. of those who advocate 
Sunday closing. and, as I intimated before, I 
think the world too wise and too tolerant now to 
make me and others refrain from doing what the 
Ecumenical Council of the Methodists think I 
ought net to do. 

The Judge’s argument, in short, was that if 
the consciences of certain men tell them that 
they have a right to go to the World’s Fair on 
Sunday while the consciences of another set 
admonish them that they have no religious 
right to go there on that day, and if the visit- 
ing of the Fair on Sunday by the first-men- 
tioned men neither harms, molests, nor incon- 
veniences those who do not go—causing them 
at the most only regret at the thought that 
others are going, contrary to their ideas of the 
proper observance of the first day of the week 
—then the World’s Fair Directors should not 
permit one man’s objections to override an- 
other man’s rights or to dictate to him that he 
shall not do something which he thinks he has 
a right to do and the doing of which will mo- 
lest or injure no one, 

The brief report made of the Judge’s re- 
marks does not tell whether he brought out 
the fact that by no means all of those who call 
themselves members of Christian churches are 
in favor of the absolute closing of the Fair 
Sundays against the citizens who wish to visit 
it. The German Lutherans, forming the old- 
est of the Protestant churches, a very numer- 
ous body, are not as a class for that closing. 
The large and influential Episcopal Church 
leaves the matter with each member’s con- 
science. Neither as a body are the Roman 
Catholics, who claim to number 9,000,000 in 
the United States, and who believe they are 
the most orthodox of Christians. Smaller 
Christian organizations like *the Unitarians 
and Universalists are for opening to those who 
want to goin. It is certain that some of the 
Baptists also are, and that church is a large 
one, The Presbyterians, whom Dr. Johnsoa 
represents, are generally decidedly against it, 
and so are the great bulk of the Methodists and 


perhaps the Congregationalists. But they form 


a minority of the professing Christians of the 
United States. Hence the Judge properly 
asked, assuming that the directors decided 
that they would be governed in this matter by 
the mejority of Christian conscience, whether 


they should listen to the greater or smaller 


number of Christians. 

Having decided that the directors should 
not limit one man’s harmless acts by another 
man’s religious code, Judge McConnell went 
on to say that the question became purely 
one of expediency. And he deemed it ex- 
pedient to open the Fair to the public because 
Sunday was about the only day on which the 
workingmen and their families could see it, 
and because there would be, he said, in Chi- 
cago every Sunday during the Exposition from 
100,000 to 300,000 visitors who would insist on 
having entertainment, and could be provided 
with it on the Fair grounds better than any- 
where else. If not given it there they would 
go farther and far worse. Such was the sub- 
stance of Judge McUonnell’s plea for Sunday 
opening. 

Dr. Johnson in his reply did not challenge 
the truth of Judge McConnell’s assumption 
that there was no law forbidding the opening, 
but assumed that it was a matter within the 
discretion of the directors. He did not wish 
them to use that discretion to provide for any 
kind of opening for the following reasons: 

Because it is contrary to all national precedent. 

It is contrary to the best memories and tradi- 

of our national life. 

It is right in the face of the convictions and 
consciences of 5,000,000 people. 

It will import a mongrel thing and put our own 
Sabbath in the back yard. 

It will result in utter demoralisation and the 
devil’s harvest time. 

It will honeycomb our Sabbath life and make 
the Sabbath in future a camping ground for en- 
tertainment and the hawking of wares. 
0 

It will lead to 
age employers forcing their employés 

It will be seen that in one of his points Dr. 
Johnson takes direct issue with Judge McCon- 
nell, asserting that tho convictions and con- 
sciences of ** 5,000,000 people who do not 
want to go to the Fair Sundays, but whom no 
one proposes to force to go on that day, shall 


be given more weight by the directors than 


“the consciences and convictions” of a 


greater number of millions of people who 
think it their right to see the Fair on Sunday, 
but whom the other side.proposes to keep 
from doing 0. | 

Another of Dr. Johnson’s points is that it 
would be inexpedient to open Sunday because 
it would lead to labor seven days in the Week. 
As far as the workingmen have spoke it is to 
the effect that they can protect themselves 
against that, and that the present tendency 
everywhere is to lessen the number of hours 
of labor in a week rather than add to them. 

As for the other points that the opening of 
the Fair will tend to lessen the observance of 
Sunday in the manner in which many Chris- 
tians sincerely believe it should be observed 
they are cqvered mainly by Judge McConnell’s 
counter-contention that each man has the 
right to decide for himself how he will spend 
his Sunday, and that if he exercises his right 
in such a manner as not to constrain the ac. 
tions of others, or to damage them or the 


community, he’ should not be prevented 
from doing what he wishes to because others | 


other. ; 3 

All this discussion, however, is merely pro- 
liminary to that which will take place next 
year when the directors get ready to pass on 
this question. It will be discussed then with 
great thoroughness and decided after it has 
received the deliberate consideration to which 
its interest entitles it. 
THE TARIFF OF 1846 AND FREE TRADE. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, speaking 


ot the probability of the Democrats of the 


House passing a free-trade bill abolishing all 
protection and raising revenue by levying 
high duties on sugar, tea, coffee, drugs, 
liquors, tobacco, and a few similar articles, in 
case they believed the Republicans would let 
it pass the Senate and the President would not 


veto it, says: 

Tue CuIcaGo TAU still “ doubts if the Dem- 
ocrats would accept such a challenge when the 
pinch came. Would not the ghost of Sam Randall 
arise and warn them to back out and only play 
free trade in vague and glittering theory? Would 
not the fear of losing the Presidential election 
deter them?” 

Why should anything deter them? Once in the 
history of this country we had a bill of this char- 
acter. It was passed in 1846 by a Democratic Con- 
gress, and signed by a Democratic President. 

At once the whole industrial situation changed 
for the good of thé people; every branch of busi- 


ness was prosperous, agri¢ulture flourished, and 


the markets of the world were opened to us upon 
terms of equality with our competitors. Our 
commercial marine expanded rapidly, and En- 
gland felt the effects in every branch of her busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Watterson makes an astonishing blun- 
der when he likens the protective tariff of 1846 
to the proposed free-trade bill which he wants 
the Democratic House to pass, adopting the 
free-trade system of England in principle 
and wiping out all protection, Mr. Watterson 
is not old enough to remember anything about 
the tariff of 1846. It cut down the duties lev- 
ied by Clay’s protective tariff of 1842 about 
one-eighth. That was all. It remained seven- 
eighths as protective as the Whig protective 
act of 42. It was a compromise between the 
Northern and Southern wings of the Demo- 
crats. The South wanted a tariff as near to 
free trade as they could possibly get it. The 
Eastern Democrats insisted on a pretty stiff 
protective tariff, and they finally compromised 
in Congress on the act of 1846. The average 
duties under the Whig protective tariff of 1842 
were about 38 per cent. The average duties 
under the Democratic act of 1846 were about 
83 or 34 per cent; and there was some chang- 
ing of specific into ad valorem. The Whigs 
denounced the bill as a “free-trade” one, 
which the Eastern Democrats denied and in- 
sisted that the bill furnished a moderate and 
judicious protection, which under the circum- 
stances of those times was true. It was 
a pretty fair protective bill, being only one- 
eighth less protective than the Clay bill of 
1842. The country prospered under it satis- 
factorily. Two things helped it to pros- 
per: First, the Irish famine of 1847 opened a 
market at high prices for our large crops of 
1846 4748, and that put the balance of trade 
on our side and brought gold and silver into 
the country. Second, two years after that 
tariff went into force California gold was dis- 
covered and that poured into the channels of 
commerce a gold stream which fructified all 
business upto the financial crash of 1857, 
caused by the passage of what was called the 
free-trade tariff of 1857. That tariff brought 
the country nearer to free trade than it had 
been since the warof 1812. And yet under 
it duties on European manufactures ranged 
from 20 to 25 per cent, and of course were 
protective to that extent. But the scheme 
now advocated by Mr. Watterson, the Hon. 
R. Q. Mills, Gov. Campbell, Gov. Boies, the 
Hon. William Springer, ex-President Cleve- 
land, et al. goes the whole free-trade figure 
and proposes to abolish all duties on European 
competitive manufactares. Gov. Campbell 
closed his recent speech at Bellaire, O., oppo- 
site Wheeling, in these significant words: 
“Elect me Governor this fail over 
Maj. McKinley and you will strike 
a death blow to protection.” R. Q. 
Mills in several of his Ohio speeches 
advocated, in the name of the Democratic 
party, a total abolition of all duties on com- 
petitive goods which protected American in- 
dustries. He argued that the workman would 
never prosper until this countgy had absolute 
free trade. Mr. Watterson in his Chicago in- 
terview declared “in favor of the adoption of 
the free-trade system of England ’’—being a 
tariff for revenue only—without any protec- 
tion whatever. | 

To compare the moderate protective tariff 
of 1846 with such a free-tradescheme is trifling 
with the intelligence of the reader, and cannot 
‘be put forth with any seriousness. Mr. Blaine 
in his Twenty Years of Congress,“ after 
speaking of the disastrous effect of the com- 
promise low tariff of 1833, passed to placate 
the Calhoun Democrats, thus speaks of the 
Whig protective tariff of 1842 and what it did 
in lifting the country out of its sad condition: 
The friends of home industry have always 
“referred with satisfaction to the effect of 
“the tariff of 1842 as an explicit and un- 
“deniable proof of the value of protection. 
It raised the country from the slough of 
“‘ despond to happiness, cheerfulness, and con- 
“fidence. It imparted to all sections a de- 
“‘ gree of prosperity which they had not known 
“siace the repeal of the [protective] tariff 
* of 1828.“ 


THEY DID NOT CAUSE RAIN. 

Reports from San Diego and other points 
in the section which has been the scene of re- 
cent efforts by the rain doctors say they were 
followed by no such success as was at first re- 
ported. In fact, they may be said to throw 
cold water on the hopes of those who tried to 
Cali water from the clouds at will. They say 
that after nearly seventy-two hours’ continu- 
ous bombarding the skies there was not 
enough rainfall to lay the dust, and the little 
rain that did fall was brought down by “a 
norther, which caused showers at many 
points outside the area within which the ex- 
periment could be claimed to be of service. 
The $2,000 expended on the explosions was 
contributed by stockmen around San Diego, 
and they are said to be “kicking,” regarding 
the whole thing as a grand fake, an opin- 
ion which is shared and freely expressed by 
residents in the neighborhood. They say that 
the experiments in Texas are so far from 
demonstrating the truth of the theory that 
they prove “there is ncthing in it.” Rains 
fell at the same time last year in the vicinity 
of San Diego, when no government rain- 


makers were present to woo the fleecy clouds, 


At Corpus Christi it rained continuously, but 
from natural causes, and the rain doctors had 
no chance to work, while at EI Paso the only 
result of their efforts was a heavy dew, such 
as is likely to occur any time. The ranchmen 
in Western Texas are quite ready to have the 
government advance money next year to re- 
peat the experiments, but they have got 
through subscribing to any fund for the pur- 


pose, . 

Doubtless it will strike the average reader 
as fair to infer that the opinions of the land- 
owners about the value of the results obtained 
by the official bombarders of the clouds are 
worth far more than those of the men who 
undertook the job. The latter are naturally 
disposed to claim as in their favor everything 
that comes along, and to take credit for such 
showers as may fall owing to the operation of 
natural causes, even if they do not conscicusly 
exaggerate in the one direction or minimize 
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the averment. When they return the Scotch 
verdict of “not proven the case of the ap- 
pellant is not likely to be a strong one. 

It is probable the opinions of these men will 
have considerable weight at Washington the 
coming winter. When Congress is asked for 
an appropriation to enable the rain doctors to 
repeat ‘heir experiments next year it will be 
inquired what they have done with the talent 
previously committed to their charge. While 
their own version of the story will be listened 
to, that of observers will be regarded as of 
greater value, and the opposition to another 
grant may be too strong to be overcome, 
This is all the more likely as the views of men 
admitted to be scientific will be solicited, and 
they are understood to be unanimously agreed 
that the theory is a falte one and ite alleged 
historical basis simply a distorted array of 
facts. The Texas experiments have not helped 
the cause. 


AN IDEAL DEMOCRATIC STATE. 

New Jersey may claim to be the ideal Dem- 
ocratic State in this country without fear of 
contradiction. Democratic methods and Dem- 
ocratic policies govern every part of the State 
and have been put into practice without inter- 
ference. The results speak for themselves. 

First and foremost, New Jersey has a Dem- 
ocratic ring which can give points to Tam- 
many in the way of tax-eating, ballot-box 
stuffing, and boodling, It goes straight ahead 
to the accomplishment of its corrupt purposes 
in open and audacious violation of law and in 
contempt of such a thing as the rights of the 
people, A tabulated statement of the salaries 
and fees paid shows that since Abbett became 
Governor, less than two years ago, they have 
increased from $56,300 a year in certain de- 
partments to $507,770 a year. By the action 
of the Democratic Legislature, all the officials 
in the State who draw salaries, except a few 
clerks and deputies, are appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, so that his patronage is larger than that 
of any executive in the country, except the 
President of the United States. He has filled 
these places with the henchmen of the gang, 
twenty-five of whom are convicted ballot-box 
stuffers. By the action of the same Legis- 
lature, the Governor has control of a large 
sum of money annually, and dominates every 
Democratic newspaper in the State. He has 
had his own salary doubled. He has also pro- 
vided fat places for his brother and two sons. 
The following are samples of the salary draw- 
ing: 

Secretary of State Kelsey and his assistants 
receive $12,500. Controller Heppenheimer and 
his chief clerk receive $8,000. Attorney-General 
Stockton and his assistant capture $8,500. Chan- 
cellor McGill and Vice-Chancellors Bird and 
Green draw $24,000. Clerk of the Supreme Court 
Lee and his clerks are paid $23,000 a year, and 
Clerk of Chancery McDermott and his clerks 
draw $24,000 from the State Treasury. Thirty-five 
fish wardens cost New Jersey $25,000 per annum, 
nine district court judges $30,000, eighteen law 
judges require $45,000, twenty-one county prosecu- 
tors pocket $50,000, and an equal sum is paid the 
clerks, deputies, and keepers of the State prison. 
So it goes all through the list. 

By this process, of concentrating all the 
patronage and almost the entire power of the 
State in the hands of one man, and that man 
the head of the mostcorrupt and unscrupulous 
Democratic gangin the country, the people 
of New Jersey have been stripped of every 
political right, and their influence in the gov- 
ernment has been gendered null. They have 
lost completely the republican form of govern- 
ment, and have no more voice in the elections 
or the administration of authority than if they 
were residing in New York or Pennsylvania. 
It is a fair sample ot what Democracy is when 
it obtains absolute control, and of what it 
would be in every other State if it met with 
no resistance. The taxpayers are helpless. 
They will make a desperate effort this fall to 
throw off the yoke of the gang and to recover 
their rights, but the prospect is not hopeful, 
as the gang has absolute control of the elec- 
tions and will stuff the ballot-boxes with im- 
punity, there bemg no way to punish the ring- 
sters. A government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people seems to be lost 
almost irretrievably in New Jersey. 


BRITISH EXPORTS EXCEED THE IMPORTS. 

A great deal has been said by the free traders 
about the foreign commerce of Great Britain 
as a source of wealth measured on the basis 
of official returns. It is alleged that the 
British buy and import a great deal more than 
they sell and export, and that this adverse 
balance of trade constitutes British profits, 
which must assume that the world makes a 
present of several hundred millions a year of 
its products to the British people. 

“Probably they have never stopped to think 
how tremendously these figures are against 
the theory. Statistics recently published 
show that for the seventeen years ending with 
1890 the imports of merchandise and the pre- 
cious metals amounted to £7,466,309,666 and 
the exports of do. to 46,241, 390,544. The dif- 
ference, reduced to American currency, is 
10,791 millions for the whole term, or nearly 
635 millions per year, as the rate at which our 
British brethren are running behind on their 
foreign commerce, if their own returns are to 
be taken without correction or explanation. 
Evidently such a tremendous loss would soon 
bankrupt the island; in spite of a huge accu- 
mulation of wealth to stand the loss, instead 
of allowing them to become richer every year 
while importing more than half their food- 
stuffs from abroad, 

But Taz Tano has previously explained 
the reason for this apparent discrepancy. It 
is the fact that the English merchants do 
about all the transportation service and hand- 
ling of goods, both ways, to all parte of the 
world, no allowance for which appears in the 
official returns. But the character of the 
misleading figures will be seen ina moment 
when it is considered that British exports are 
only estimated at their mercantile volume in 
Britain, whereas the price of those goods 
when delivered in foreign ports all over the 
world is from one-tenth to one-half greater 
than the home: price, and British shippers, 
bankers, and insurance companies get this 
difference. So the British merchants buy in 
all the ports of the world goods and products 
which, delivered in Englandfby British ships, 
are estimated as worth, say, 1,200 millions of 
dollars, only cost in foreign ports 900 or 1,000 
millions of dollars. 

Mr. Mulhall estimates these amounts at 
8 per cent for carrying charges and 4 per 
cent for commissions and insurance, etc. 
That is a total of 12 per cent, according to his 
admission, to be added to the nominal value 
of the goods exported and subtracted from the 
values of the imports when the latter arrive 
n British ports. But some well-informed 
Englishmen are satisfied this estimate is far 
below the truth, and their admissions warrant 
the claim that 20 per cent would be still below 
the actual fact. We shall then have the fol- 
lowing as the real balance sheet for the seven- 
teen years, the figures denotmg millions of

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the freight is carried average much lorger in 
their case. They have to import vast quanti- 
ties of wheat, flour, corn, and oil cake, copper 
ore, iron ore, coal, lumber, and cotton, rice, 
sugar, and the textile grasses, eto., and their 
trading is done with Australia, South America, 
China, India, Arabia, South Africa, the United 
States, on the Pacific as well as Gulf and 
Atlantic, and the countries around the shores 
of the Mediterranean and Black Seas, as well 
as with lands nearer home. By contrast with 
that we have the shorter voyages across the 
Atlantic and between our ports and Brazil 
and Cuba, constitutmg the bulk of our com- 
mercial intercourse with other nations, 

It may be observed that of this computed 
gain nearly one-quarter, or about $10,000,000 
per year, is in specie, but a portion of that is 
used in the arta. The commercial gain of 
$43,000,000 per annum is, however, far from 
being the total accretion of wealth. It repre- 
sents only a small part of the extent to which 
the English are growing richer. It includes 
so much of the money as stays with them, but 
it takes no account of the vast expansion of 
credits which occurs through the reinvestment 
of interest in additional foreign securities, and 
in the purchase of properties abroad. For in- 
stance, the recent buying up of elevators, 
breweries, flouritg-mills, copper mines, and the 
investments by land syndicates, allin this coun- 
try, has practically been done with the profits on 
the use of other capital, In the same way the 
English have acquired the ownership of 
nearly all the securities of South American 
States, and of such cities as Rio Janeiro, 
Buenos Ayres, and Montevideo. They have 
advanced the money for railroad building in 
India and Australia, Canada and Cape of Good 
Hope, the bonds for which they hold at high 
rates of interest, and are now doing the same 
thing for the interior of the Dark Continent. 
But they could do none of this if all the time 
running behind on their commerce as indi- 
cated by the misleading official returns which 
are held up by the free traders in this country 
as indubitable proofs of what they ought to 
know is a big lie and an absurdity on its face.

Satem, Mass., Oct. 23.—At the opening of 
the Searles will case this morning Mr. Lin- 
coln recalled Mr. Searles.

There were on hand 
the ‘usual aggregation of “ preservers of 
society and sariors of the constitution, lew- 
vers, curious polivicians, and reformers.“

SQUEEZING THE COMPANY. 


Toronto Makes Its Street Railroad Pay 
Handaomely. 

Toronto is ‘one city that has the upper hand 
on its street-railway magnates. Ald. R. H. 
Graham, Dr. Walter McKeown, and Dr. Nor- 
man Allen of the Ontario metropolis were at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday. Our city is 
growing.“ said the Alderman, “and we came 
to Chicago to learn how to run a big town. 
We have just closed a contract with the com- 
pany which operates our sixty-eight miles of 
street railway on which it has agreed to fur- 
nish a new motive power at once. In our new 
agreement the company is bound to pay the 
city $800 a year for each mile of single track 
and $1,200 a year for each mile of double 
track. Besides this the city receives 10 per 
cent of the company’s gross earnings. Our 
share for last month was $18,000. A propor- 
tionate income of that kind in Chicago would 
pay for your police and fire protection. 
Another concession made was that at certain 
hours in the morumg and evening passengers 
can purchase eight tickets for 25 cents. These 
tickets are a boon to the working people. In 
drawing up the agreement an error was over- 
looked, so that as the agreement stands a per- 
son can board a car during the three-cent 
hours and ride all day for one fare, as the 
company agrees to give as many transfers as 
are demanded.” 

Dr. Allen, who is the health officer of 
Toronto, and Dr. McKeown and Ald. Graham, 
who are members of the Health committee, at- 
tended the meeting of the American Public 
Health Association at Kansas City. We are 
looking out for methods of sanitary improve- 
ment,“ said Dr. Allen. We are much im- 
pressed with your Health Department. Of 
course there 18 lots to do in Chicago, but your 
officials are at work doing it. In St. Louis the 
health officials’ are taking matters easily. 
Toronto has the same great problem to settle 
that Chicago has—the ition of its garbage 
and its water supply. The officials here say 
that garbage crematories have failed to do 
the work expected of them. We are figuring 
on building a conduit five miles or more along 
the lake shore, and to thus empty our sewage 
into the lake many miles from the base of our 
oon supply.

Business at Chicago. 

At Chicago increase appears of a third in 
receipts of hides, dressed beef, and flour, and 
corn, though new corn moves slowly, and re- 
ceipts of rye are three times last year’s, but 
some decrease appears in oats, barley, cured 
meats, lard, cheese, butter, and wool. The 
dry goods trade is much larger than a 
year ago, the receipts of cattle larger by 
15,000 head for the week, the shoe and clothing 
trade large, and business gradually increasing 
in all lines. At Minneapolis the lumber trade is 
good, prices rising, and shipments for the 
week 2,000,000 feet more than Jast year; the 
flour mills again beat the record with 196,000 
barrels, and general trade is good there and 
at St. Paul. At Omaha and Kansas City busi- 
ness is satisfactory, grain and cattle receipts 
being above the ave and trade in agricult- 
ural implements active. At St. Louis trade 
shows encouraging strength, grain coming in 
faster; and at Memphis business is very fair. 
At New Orleans a better feeling is seen, with 
large receipts of cotton and fair of rice and 
sugar, and money in active demand. At Sa- 
vannah trade holds weil, cotton receipts reach- 
ing 23,000 bales in one day, and at Jackson- 
ville trade is steady, with bright prospects. 

Movement of Wheat. 

Wheat has fallen 4 cents, with receipts at 
the West of 5,500,000 bushels in four days, and 
exports of 1,250,000. bushels. Corn isscarce and 
344 cents higher for spot, and oats 154 cents 
higher. Cotton receipts even surpass those of 
the same week last year by 53,000 bales, and 
the price falls a sixteenth, with sales of 914,- 
000 bales here. Coffee is an eighth lower, oil 
one cent lower, lard an eighth lower, and hogs 
have falleu 30 cents per 100 pounds, with no 


change in pork. Sugar, both raw and granu-. 


lated, is somewhat lower, with a quite active 
market. In general the speculative move- 
ment appears to tend toward lower prices for 
products, the supply being unusually large. 

The iron industry, looks stronger. Bar, 
plate, and structural mills are fairly employed, 
but prices are low. boot and shoe manu- 
facture shows signs of more active demand 
and the shipments are close to last year’s. 
The wool ‘manufacture shows more demand 
for dress goods and stocks of these are rela- 
tively low, while for men’s spring goods the 
orders of clothiers are far behind. The mer- 
chandise exports for the last two weeks have 
exreeded those of the corresponding weeks

FIRM TONE IN THE STOCK MARKET. 


Granger Stocks Go Above the Foreign Level 
~Silver Falls Off. 

New York, Oct. 23.—[Special. |—There was 
a firm tone to the market of today. The fact 
that it broke away from London’s leadership 
was encouraging. London started in to buy 
stocks, chiefly on arbitrage transactions; but 
when the purchases of St. Paul and some of 
the other Granger stocks by brokers repre- 
senting important market pools carried prices 
above the London level the foreign houses 
sold almost as much as they had bought. 
This checked the advance for a time, but it 
did not bring about a decline. The forenoon 
trading was dull, but without material down- 
ward reaction. A sharp rally in Richmond 
Terminal on the favorable September earn- 
ings was a noticeable feature. Indeed, the 
key to the speculative situation is the recent 
discovery by the traders that there is no 
money to be had on the bear side, and that 
even if there is no great profit as yet in buy- 
— stocks there is relatively small chance of 
038. 

Today’s pool buying, under the leadership 
of prominent operators, is undoubtedly a sign 
of promise, because it is long since the mar- 
ket has had active and resolute professional 
bull leadership in any stocks. Even in the 
September bull movement, it will be re- 
membered, the professional market leaders 
cut a very insignificant figure. That the op. 
erations of these pools should be confined 
just now to the Granger stocks is, of course, 
. natural. With success they would 

oubtless extend; the question being whether 
they are in the market for a long pull or 
only for the profits of a few days The belief 
that gross earnings in the Northwest must 


henceforward make a brilliant showing, es- 


pecially when the movement of new corn 
fairly begins, is a factor in all calculations, 
Possibly these returns might stimulate the 
outside 8 tor to activity. especially if the 
pool leaders should see fit to continue their 
buying. It may be kept in mind that the Bur- 
lington and Quincy declares its next quar- 
terly dividend early next month and the k 
Island a month later. 

Another sharp decline in silver bullion to- 
day illustrated again the futility of recent des- 
perate efforts to advance the price.

London manipu- 
lation for lower prices in silver after the com- 
pletion of our government’s monthly pur- 
chase invariably precedes.artual purchases of 
silver by the Londoners in our market. Or- 
ders for a considerable quantity came in to- 
day and will doubtless be followed next week 
by others, but the foreigners will take good 
care that the control of the price does not 
escape them.

New Yor, Oct. 28.—[Special. |—Exports of 
wheat at New York and Baltimore fell away 
more than 500,000 bushels this week, which 
explains the bifference between total exports 
(wheat and wheat four) from eleven United 
States and one Canadian ,port this week as 
compared with last.

For seventeen 
weeks of the current cereal year exports from 
eleven United States ports equal 70,173,000

Marion is supposed to be the oldest structure 
in the United States. It was built by the 
Spaniards at St. Augustine in 1620. It is of 
stone and covers a space of about 150 feet 
square. The walls are twenty feet high and 
nine feet thick at the base. It is a rectangular 
structure, the interior court being about sev. 
enty-five feet square. Within the fort are 
some twenty-four rooms. The reproduced 
structure on the Fair grounds will be frame, 
covered on the outside with the phosphate 
rock of Florida, to give it an imitation of 
stone. The walks on the parapet and within 
the inner court will be covered with the cele- 
brated pebble phate of Florida. This 
use of the material will constitute the State’s 
phosphate exhibit. The old fort is encom- 
about withadeep moat.

TWO NEW FAIR COMMISSIONS. 


One for Southern Europe and the Other for 
Mexico—To Be Named.

Electric fireworks for the Fair are receiving 
prominent consideration at the hands of the 
Ways and Means committee. The subject was 
up yesterday, but postponed for a fuller con- 
sideration at the meeting Tuesday. There is 
one scheme which has won the admiration of 
the committee, and it is the plan of Kugene 
and Paul Champion of Neuilly-sur-Seine, 
France. It is a magnificent one and compre- 
hends the reproduction night after night, if 
desired, of the same beautiful pieces. It will 
require a space of from 1,000 to 2,400 square 
meters, and will call for at least 280 horse 
power to keep the lights going. It is designed 
to produce sumething eighty times larger and 
grander than the electric fountain at the Paris 
Exposition. The projectors of the scheme 
offer to put in the plant themselves for a speci- 
fied sum, or a certain guarantee, or they will 
send expert engineers to Chicago to super- 
intend the construction of the plant at the Ex- 
position, Then, they say, they will take charge 
of it and run it, asking merely a certain roy- 
alty on the use of the patents involved. 


For a Big Vehicle Exhibit, 

The Carriage Builders’ National Association, 
holding its annual convention at Cincinnati 
this week, devoted the principal portion of its 
time Thursday to the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position. Chief Willard A. Smith of the 
Transportation Exhibits Department ad- 
dressed the convention. His remarks were 
enthusiastically received, and the following 
committee on the World's Fair was appointed: 
C. F. Kimball, Chicago; Clem Studebaker, 
Chicago; W. H. Lane, Kalamazoo, Mich.; C. 
M. Britton, New York; F. H. Hecker, New 
Haven; Grant Burrows, Cincinnati; Henry 
Clay McLear, Wilmington, Del. This com- 
mittee was appointed to serve during the next 
two years and to coòperate with Chief Smith 
in making the vehicle exhibit the best which 
the world has ever seen. Mr. Smith received 
a vote of thanks and was elected an honcrary 
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and Stony Island avenue. It will cost about 
$650,000, All the stock has been subscribed 
except a small amount. W. Z. Partelio of 
Washington, D. C., whois one of the main 
movers of the company, expects to complete 
all arrangements soon, so as to start building 
the foundations by January and complete the 
tower by July 15, 1892. The first lending will 
be 600 feet from the ground, with double

If He Had to Be Born Again and Could

Mr. Mäx O’Rell’s clever article upon Amer- 
ican women has already been mentioned in 
Tus Trisung.

Tydvil in that year. At the age of 14 she 
eame to London to pursue her general educa- 
tion at the North London Collegiate School 
for Girls, and there made such good use of 
her time that in the spring of 1887 she gained 
the Maclean frazer scholarship for music, 
which, however, she had to on winning, 
after a sharp competition, the John Thomas 
Welsh rship at the Royal Academy of 
Music, on which occasion she obtained the 
unanimous vote of the Board of Examiners. 
Llewela Davies now an her academical 
career in earnest, and with such good result 


for harmony, and the bronze and silver medals 
for sight smging and reading, and in the pres- 
ent year she gained the Sterndale Bennett 
prize for pianoforte play (a purse of ten 
ine as) in a — — of unusual severity, 
or which there were thirty-three candidates— 
the créme de la créme of my.

laurels by her brilliant and rendering 
of Mendelssohn’s G Minor Concerto in 1890 at 
another Academy concert in St. James’ Hall; 
and her recent performance in umann’s 
beautiful quintet at Hereford justifies the be- 
lief that she is destined ere long to occupy a 
conspicuous position amongst the best known 
pianists of the day. | 
She has not as yet produced any musical 
composition of great extent; but the trifles 
{songs and small pieces) which have emanated 
rom her pen are so instinct with wsthetical 
beauty as to lead tothe hope that she may 
eventually excel in this branch of her art aiso, 
in which study it is worthy of remark she has 
enjoyed able instruction.
